The French authorities have de- 
nied reports that they are rounding 
up scores of Arab extremists in 
readiness for Mrs. Meir’s visit.

It should 
be feasible to keep them under 
surveillance without placing them 
under house arrest. 

But the police are concerned 
about the risk of clashes between 
Arab and Zionist activists during 
street demonstrations and rallies in 
cinemas and assembly halls which 
will coincide with the Socialist 
gathering. The long-standing truce 
between Arab and Jewish extrem- 
ists in France is now considered 
over. 

TENSION MOUNTS 

Tension has been mounting here 
throughovt the week following the 
explosion which damaged the Jew- 
ish Agency's Paris offices, the death 
of the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation’s representative in France, 
Mahmoud Hamsheri who was the 
victim of a bomb assassination, and 
President.Georges Pompidou's pub- 
‘Me condemnation of the visit of Mrs. 
‘Meir and other foreign Socialist 
leaders. 

Nine pro-Palestinian organizations 
were scheduled to hold a rally in 
memory of Hamshari at a Paris 
vinema last night shortly efter ἃ 
derionstration called by the French 
Zionist movement in protest against 
the Jewish Agency bombing. 

Informed sources said last night 
that bomb threats had been made 
against the Socialist conference in 
letters and telephone messages to 
conference organizers and police.

Welcoming the Socialist leaders 
to Paris in a front-page article in

SOVIET EMIGRATION 

Pontillon wrote: “Anti-Semitism 
bes not retreated in the Soviet 
Union but Russia has opened its 
frontiers more widely in recent 
months to the emigration of Soviet 
Jews. The efforts of the Socialist 
International are certainly not un- 
related to this development.” 

The French Socialist paid tribute 
to the role played by West Ger- 
many’s Chancellor Willy Brandt 
and other European Socialist lead- 
ers in the creation of a united Eu- 


rope. 
He added: “If socialism has be- 


come ἃ living force again through- 
out the world it is becouse it has 
become a conqueror everywhere.”

Some of my 
friends are anxious about my going 
there; well, 1 am not.”

She continued: “What does it 
matter whether a Jew arrives in 
Paris ‘or not? Believe me, many 
Jews have arrived in Paris over 
the years... But what can one do, 
Mr. Pompidou is angry.. At least 
ft indicates that the State of Israel 
has a value amd that Jews no longer 
arouse only pity and compassion.

“born of a Jewish mother or con- 
verted to Judalam." The religious 
parties have been figh to get 
the words “by halacka" inserted 
after the word “converted” in the 


work in the field of “spiritual ab- 
sorption.” He reminded delegates 
that the Aliya Department was by 
mo Means under his exclusive con- 
trol {the Department head is Agency 
Chairman Arye Pincus) and that is 
influence was limited.

Go-slow by 130 men 
cripples Ashdod Port 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
ASHDOD. — Port management of- 
ficials here yesterday threatened to 
turn to the Jabour courts if the 
machine shop workers do not end 
thelr go-slow strike — started last 
Tuesday — by tomorrow morning. 

The port has been working at 60 
per cent efficiency, as much of the 
equipment maintained by the 
machine shop men stands idle. This 
is the third time in the past three 
months that the machine shop men 
have called a go-slow. 

The management says the present 
crisis erupted following its refusal 
to pay 8. shop foreman wages for six 
days he was absent from work. The 
shops committee says it presented 
ἃ list of “reasonable” demands which 
the management turned down. “They 
want to make a test case out of 
us because We ‘are only 8. small 
igroup (130 workers)," a committee 
man ‘said yesterday. oS 

The stevedores' committee, rep- 
resenting the bulk of the port's 
workers, yesterday met with the 
Taachine shop men in an unsuccess- 
ful effort to persuade them to re- 
turn to norma! work. The slowdown 
has prevented the stevedores from 
earning bonuses for loading citrus 
fruit. 


A local Labour Council official 
who backs the machine shop men, 
yesterday said the management 
wouldn't dare dock certain steve- 
dore leaders for days they didn't 
tum up to work. The chairman of 
the stevedores committee, Yehoshua 
Peretz, called this charge ‘“slander- 
ous.” 

At present, 17 ships are waiting 
outside the breakwater, four of 
them for more than 10 days. 

At Haifa Port, which was back to 

normal work Wednesday fo! 
@ preliminary settlement of the na- 
tional ports go-slow strike, another 
problem is plaguing management. 
A port spokesman complained yes- 
terday of the delay in the Installa- 
tion of the new ILé6m. container 
crane, caused by an error in the 
measurement of one of the crane’s 
two booms. (The supplier of the 
crane, 2 Belgian firm, had ordered 
the booms in Israel.) The crane 
was originally scheduled to have 
been installed last August, well in 
advance of the opening of the Zim 
company's container line on Jan- 
uary 1. 

‘The absence of the crane last week 
delayed the Zim container ship 
Zim-Haifa for one day, causing 2 
loss of $15,000. 


Phone system 
to be studied 


Information about how Israeli 
subscribers use their telephones and 
how well the phone system works 
is to be collected by new equipment 
installed at telephone exchanges by 
the Ministry of Communications, a 
Ministry spokesman said this week. 

The equipment, built in Israel, 
will tabulate specific details about 
calls from the time the subscriber 
dials the number until the call is 
terminated. Data to be gathered 
wilt include how long it takes for 
the call to connect, its duration, 
what time of day it is made, and if 
it is a trunk or a local call. 

After the data is in, it will be 
fed to a computer at the Ministry. 

No information about the caller 
or the content of the call will be 
included, it was noted. 

The conclusions gathered from 
the project will enable the Ministry 
to expand its services and, lf neces- 
sary, to teach the Israeli subscriber 
how to use his phone more ef- 
ficiently.

400 women 
claim support 
from Nat’! Ins. 


Jerusalem Fost Reporter 

About 400 divorced and deserted 
wives applied for malatenance to 
the National Insurance Institute in 
November and December, the N.I.I. 
spokesman said in Jerusalem on 
Tuesday. Under « law passed in 
October, the N.1.L may grant reg- 
ular payments to women whose 
husbands were fuillng to support 
them and thetr children. 

The spokesmun said most of the 
400 applications had been approved. 

The law provides for payments of 
IL420 ἃ month to a divorced or 
abandoned woman with four chil- 
dren. Every additional child entitles 
her to IL50 more. The scale is 
IL365 for a woman with three 
children, IL310 for two and IL250 
for one child. Women without chil- 
dren receive IL160. 

These figures are for women who 
are not working. Income from 8ὰ- 
tary or other sources is deducted 
according to ἃ scale, 

Only women who have a court 
order for nraintemance dated after 
October 1971 are eligible for pay- 
ments. In many cases courts re- 
frained from issuing such orders, 
because it was obvious that the 
husbands could not pay. These cuses 
are now being reopened to enable 
the women concerned to qualify for 
payments. 

By accepting payment from the 
institute women waive the right to 
sue their husbands. The institute 
will employ all legal means to col- 
lect from the men, including at- 
tachment of salaries, execution or- 
ders agalnst property and — in 
extreme cases — prosecution, the 
spokesman sald.

LOS ANGELES. A study of 
voting patterns in the Los Angeles 
area has shown that Jews are 
maintaining their traditional concern 
for humax rights and social reform, 
while weakening their old allegiance 

to the Democratic Party. 

The analysis, conducted In preéo- 
Minantly Jewish neighbourhoods by 
the American Jewish Comimittee 
following the November election. 
also found that Jews (tended to 
yote selectively on issuex and per- 
sonalities, blurring the time-honour- 
ed distinction between “liberals” and 
“conservatives.” 

On all income levels, however, 
Jews backed minority and clvil right 
causes more strongly than did the 
general population. This was more 
evident in the prepositions sub- 
mitted to California voters, than in 
the races for national offices. 

One example was Propositioa 21. 
the so-called anti-busing measure. 
The measure was generally inter- 
preted as limiting the integration 
of black students into white schools 
and was bitterly opposed by the 
black community. In the “Jewish" 
precincts, the vote was 51 per cent 
against the measure, a5 compared 
with 37 per cent among all 
CatiYornia voters. 

Another touchstone measure was 
Proposition 22, which would have 
restricted the organizing rights of 
the Farm Workers Umon. whose 
membership is predomizantly Me- 
xican-American. On this proposal 
Ti per cent of the Jews backed 
the Mexican-Americans by voting 
against the measure, while the com- 
parable state-wide figure was 55 
per cent 

Ona doth propositions, surprisingly, 
the strongest “no” vote came from 
working class Jowish precincts, 


whose residents are must {mme- 
diately “threatened” by an Influx of 
other racial minorities. “This sug- 
gests the pr:sibility that direct con- 
fact across racial lines docs not 


dovsly. 

The sharpest. voting difference be- 
tween wealthier and poorer Jews 
was shown in the presidential race 
itself. In working and middle-class 
Jewish precinets, President Nixon 
received 35 per cent of the vote. 
while affluent Beverly Hills gave the 
President 45 per cent of its vote. 

NIXON GAINS 

Counting Los Angeles Jews on 
all income tevels, however, Mr. 
Nixon made impressive gains. While 
in 1965 he talied only 26 per cent 
of the Jewish vote, the comparable 
figure in 1972 was 41 per cent 
(which approximates the figure of 
43 per cent among Jews nationally 
repurted hy reputable polls}. 

The AJC analysis was ‘based on 
ἃ study of more than 27,000 ballots 
cast in 73 precincts with Jewish 
Populations estimated as 75 per 
ceot or more and representing ali 
income levels.

653 killed on roads 
in 1972, 4.8% rise

A total of 653 people were killed 
on Israel's roads in 1972, compared 
with 623 in 1971 — an increase of 
4.8 per cent. 

Accidents were up 3.9 per cent — 
from 14,757 in 1971 to 15,335 in 
1972. (The increase from 1970 to 
1971 was 10 per cent.) 


The figures, just released by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics in Jeru- 
salem, show a slight slowdown in 
the Increase of accidents. The 
Bureau warns, however, that the 
653 fatalities flgure ts only an es- 
tlmate and is likely to be increased 
by Injured persons dying later, (The 
623 figure for 1971 also rose later.) 

The total of injured rose 5 per 
cent last year, to 22,080. The in- 
crease from 1970 to 1971, however, 
wes 12 pem,-cent. Severe injuries 
(3.790) were only slightly higher 
last year than in 1971. 


ENCOURAGING DATA 


In relation to the 11.5 per cent 
increase in the number of motor 
vehicles on the roads (from 296,000 
in 1971 to 330,000 In 1972), the 
statistics also are somewhat en- 
couraging. 

Last year there were 49 accidents 
per 1,000 motor vehicles, compared 
with 52 In 1971. There was also a 
slight drop in accidents per million 
kilometres driven — from 2.09 in 
1971 to 2.01 in 1972,

PARIS. — President Georges Pom- 
Pxiou, who arrived in Moscow yes- 
terday for talks with Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev, is expected to 
raise the question of Soviet Jewry 
and ta plead for an easing of exit 
restrictions. 

The French President told France’s 
Chief Rabbi Jacob Kaplan last week 
that he intends to raise the Issue 
during his talks with the First 
Secretary of the Soviet Communist 
Party. He discussed the subject 
when the Chief Rabbi called on 
Pompidou to present the Jewish 
community's best wishes for the 
new year. 

Pompidou said he would raise 
the subject out of humanitarian 
considerations. Both he and former 
President Charles de Gaulle had of-

GENEVA INA}. — Fifty Jewish 
leaders from thirteen countries in- 
ciuding Israel and the U.S. met 
here yesterday to coordinate efforts 
to press for wortd action on the 
right of Russian Jews to emigrate 
to Israel without having to pay a 
ransom ax, 

“We do not set the priorities for 
Soviet Jewry,” said ‘Arye Pincus, 
Chairman of the World Zionist Or- 
Banization, who called the meeting. 
“They set the priorities, and ‘they 
want to emigrate,” he said. 

Pincus stressed at a press con- 
ference that the rights which he 
and his colleagues were demanding 
were “respected by all civilized na- 
tions.” Ν 

“The Russians,” he said, “must 
stop trading in human beinga and 
accede to the code of civilized be- 
haviour. A person's intellectual pro- 
perty is his own and what the Rus- 
sinns are attempting runs counter 
to a werld striving for greater 'free- 
doms not less.” 

Pincus estimated that 100,000 
applications had been made by 
Soviet Jews for emigration to Israel 
which have so far been refused by 
the Soviet authorities.

‘The two French Presidents have 
intervened on behalf of Moroccan 
and Iraqi Jews and have also raised 
the subject of Soviet Jewry on a 
number of occasions. 

Pompidou, who told a press con- 
ference in Paris on Tuesday that 
Franco-Soviet relatlons were excel- 
lent, flew into Matchoulichtchi mili- 
tary airport outside Minsk early 
yesterday afternoon to be greeted 
on the tarmac by Brezhnev. 

Reports said the two leaders were 
in jovial form as they met and 
chatted in front of journalists before 
opening their talks, expected to 
centre on European security and the 
boosting of cooperation between 
France and the Soviet Union. 

The two men smiled and Brezhnev 
laughed frequently as the French 
and Soviet delegations — including 
Foreign Ministers Maurice Schu- 
mann and Andrei Gromyko — were 
introduced to each other. 

‘The talks, which follow an earlier 
meeting between the two leaders 
in Paris in October, 1971,. are in- 
formal, with a loose agenda and no 
protocol. 

They are being held in a modern 
building in a fenced-off estate some 
30 kilometres from Minsk. 

While waiting on the tarmac for 
Pompidou’s Caravelle airliner to 
arrive, Brezhnev told reporters that 
the main subjects he planned to 
discuss with Pompidou were Burope, 
security and peace. 

The Franco-Soviet summit, which 
is intended to be a review of major 
questions rather than an attempt to 
reach any concrete agreements, anti- 
cipates key international negotia- 
tions affecting Europe — including 
the preliminartes of the European 
security conference in Helsinki and 
the balanced troop cut talks due 
to start shortly in Geneva. 

France has refused to take any 
part in these troop cut talks but 
Brezhmev told reporters that he 
thought Paris should participate. 

Paris is boycotting the Geneva 
talks because it fears that they 


could endanger Western European 
security and because tt regards them 
as the kind of bloc-to-bloc vegotia- 
tions which the Gauilists have al- 
ways abhorred.

Nixon ends 

mandatory 

wage-price 
controls 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — President 
«Nixon yesterday abolished manda- 
tory wage-price controls except in 
the food and health industries. In 
their place, he established a system 
of voluntary wage and price guide- 
lines — backed by the threat of 
government enforcement. 


The surprise move — far more 
sweeping than had been expected — 
came as Nixon asked Congress for 
a@ one-year extension of his author- 
ity to control wages and prices. 

No longer will large businesses 
and labour unions have to get prior 
government approval for wage or 
price hikes — in “special 
problem areas” which Nixon listed 
88 food processing and retailing, 
and the health industry. 

But the government retains the 
right to move in with stiff action 
to rofl back unreasonable increases. 

Nixon sald in a message to Con- 
gress that his goal is to reduce 
the inflation rate to 2.5 per cent or 
less by the end of 1973. He said 
his 8-day Phase 1 wage-price 
freeze and his Phase 2 Mandatory 
controls had cut the inflation rate 
by nearly half — to about 3.5 per 
cent, 


L.A. families 
win damages 


for airport noise 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — Forty-nine 
families Hwimg near ios Angeles 
International Ainport have been 
awarded $365,700 for damages caus- 
ed by jet airline noise. 

A superior-court jury deliberated 
for 13 days before deciding Wednes- 
day that seven other famifes were 
not entitled to any payment from 
the city because their homes were 
too far from the airport to ‘be great- 
ly affected. 

‘The ruling ended a six-month 
trial originally brought by some 100 
families who said the noise damag- 
ed and devalued their property and 
harmed their health 

During the course of the court 
proceedings, the city agreed to buy 
89 of the homes.

U.S. is worried fuel

NEW YORK (AP). — At New 
York’s Kennedy International air- 
port major airlines rationed their 
jet fuel and che shortage threaten- 
ed possible flight cancellations. 

In Denver, Coiorado, high schools 
have been closed for a week due to 
8. seareity of heating fuel. Some 
American raHroads have begun rua- 
ning their trains at reduced speed 
to economize fuel. In the Mid-West 
crops might go to waste for lack 
of heating power to dry them out. 

For the U.S. winter has arrived 
and the energy crisis is here. The 
pation no longer produces enough 
fuel for its own needs and is grow- 
ing ever more dependent on foreign 
supplies of fuels, especially oil, 
which is subject to import quotas. 

The government has relaxed quota 
restrictions but this, the “New York 
Times” gaid in an editorial Wednes- 
day, is “αὶ stopgap relief measure... 
The nation is still awaiting the na- 
tiomal energy policy promised by 
White House aides for months.” 

In Washington, Interior Secretary 
Rogers Morton told a Senate Com- 
mittee on Wednesday that the zov- 
ernment ts studying the possible in- 
troduction of “a systera which would 
auction some off import licences as 
2 supplement to the present system 
of allocations.”
